, Jr/ (j 1 eor f the Fourth, c. 61 ; by which it is enacted, that it should be 
lawful for the Lord Chancellor of Ireland for the time being, and he was thereby 
authorized and required, by such ways and means as to him should seem proper to 
make inquiry into the Salary and Emoluments of every of the then Officers of the 
Uourt of Chancery in Ireland, save as therein mentioned, who should, by Petition 
desire that such inquiry should be made, with a view to ascertain the average 
annual amount of such Salaries and Emoluments in said office respectively for 
a period of seven years next preceding the 1st of January 1823 ; and should certify 
under his hand and seal the average amount of the yearly Income of every such 
Officer for the said period of seven years, and that such Certificate should be filed 
in the Office of the Auditor General in Dublin Castle, and should remain there as 
a Record, and be conclusive to all such matters and to the purposes of said Act • 
and also in pursuance of an Act passed in the sixth year of His present Majesty's 
reign, c. 30, intituled, “ An Act to amend an Act of the fourth year of His present 

Majesty s reign, for the better administration of Justice in the Court of Chancery 

m Ireland;” by which it is enacted, that it should be lawful for the Lord 
Chancellor of Ireland for the time being, to ascertain, in like manner, the amount 
ot the gross and net Income in the office of each and every of the Officers and 
Deputies of the said Court, who were such Officers or Deputies at the time of 
passing of said Act, and who shall, by Petition, desire the same, for the year com 
mencing the first day of Michaelmas Term 1823, including therein all and every 
balary and Emolument arising from such office for and during the said year ; and 
it the said gross Income shall be less than the average gross Income in the office 
of any such Officer or Dequty so certified as aforesaid, then to inquire and ascer- 
tain, in like manner whether such deficiency, or any and what part thereof arose

nizances for the period of one year, required by said last recited Act, and do 
certify, — 

That the average gross Income of the said Edward William Porter’s said office 
of Clerk of the Recognizances for a period of seven years next preceding the 
1st day of January 1823, after all exclusions and deductions, according to the 
directions of the first recited Act, amounts to the sum of 661 /. 165. 5 f d. per 
annum :

That after excluding out of the said average or annual amount all such Emolu- 
ments and Income as are directed by said Act, the gross Income the said Officer 
should have received for fees upon the business done in said Office for said 
year would, but for the provisions of said Act, have amounted to the sum of 
994/. 1 8 s. 5 d. all which appear by the Report of William Henn, Roderick Connor 
and John Sealy Townsend, Esquires, three of the Masters of said Court of 
Chancery, bearing date the 2 1 st day of December 1 829, to whom I referred the 
said Inquiry.
